From streetwear to luxury goods, clothing is made for different socioeconomic 
groups, cultures, and even animals. 


Companies like H&M, Forever 21, and Zara sell fast fashion clothing that mim- 
ics designs by haute couture and luxury labels. Innovative business models 
are changing how consumers shop. For instance, Stitch Fix sends you clothing 
that matches your style profile, you can rent clothes from Rent the Runway, 
and StockX is a stock market for shoes and accessories. 


To make sense of the fashion industry trends, millions of people turn to fashion 
experts, celebrities, influencers, writers, bloggers, YouTubers, and Instagram- 
mers. Websites and social media networks are perfect mediums for fashion ad- 
vice and ideas because they are very accessible and convenient compared to 
traditional media such as print and magazines. Instagram and Pinterest are im- 
age-centric platforms, which are conducive to promoting clothing and acces- 
sories. Moreover, “The real power for social comes from integrating multi-chan- 
nel ecommerce to create anywhere commerce,” according to Aaron Orendorff 
of Shopify Plus. 


How to Make Money 


There are multiple ways to profit in online retail, including: 


Sell goods with ecommerce software, such as Shopify. 

Sell on marketplaces, such as Amazon and eBay. 

Sell on print-on-demand (POD) and made-to-order websites. 
Create videos about fashion and upload them to YouTube to earn 
ad revenue. 

Promote fashion products and services as an affiliate marketer to 
earn commissions.

Your Next Move 


I’ve only scratched the surface with my list, and I’m definitely missing programs 
that would do extremely well with your audience. Search around to see what 
else is available to get your readers clicking. 


Publishers (affiliates) want to promote the top affiliate programs because they 
can yield excellent commissions. It’s as simple as that. Many articles highlight 
“the best affiliate programs,” but most of them include random and unvetted 
merchants that won't lead to robust earnings. Let's identify what excellent and 
profitable affiliate programs have in common. 


An Excellent Commission Rate 


Advertisers (merchants) that pay low commission rates (or that nickel and dime 
you) aren’t worth your consideration, for example, Amazon Associates. A com- 
mission rate starting at 20 percent is what appeals to me. For fixed commis- 
sions, I’m open to experimentation. Note: some industries pay low commission 
rates because they operate on thin margins. 


A Long Cookie Duration 


Giving marketers one or a few days to convert traffic is ridiculous and unfair. By 
contrast, a 30-day conversion period allows prospects to become customers 
and affiliates to get credit for their promotional efforts. Although thirty-day refer- 
ral periods are the standard industry practice, a minimum of 60 to 90 days 
should be commonplace. 


Robust Affiliate Tracking Software 


Affiliate tracking software is the cornerstone of success, and there are good 
and bad applications. Reliable tracking, user-friendly dashboards, and robust 
reporting make for excellent user experiences. Activity data—such as impres- 
sions, clicks, and conversions—should be available. Applications that omit ac- 
tivity data and reporting make it difficult to track and evaluate performance. 


Other Factors 


Other affiliate program factors worth considering are earnings per click (EPC), 
acceptance rate, payment threshold, deep linking functionality, and affiliate 
support. You'll also want to partner with merchants/affiliate managers who are 
intelligent, fair, responsive, and quick to resolve inquiries.
